Tne FAA said any airline want- 
ing to fly two-engine craft across 
the Adantic must prove that its 
planes and crews meet new criteria. 
These criteria seek to ensure that 
such flights are at least as safe as 
those of planes having three or four 
jet engines. 
Airlines meeting the criteria may 
fly routes that may be up to two 
hours’ flying time on one engine 
from the nearest airport able τὸ 
accommodate the aircraf. Howev- 
er, al least half of each route must 
be only 90 minutes away. 

The FAA rules ly said 
that two-engine airliners could not 
fly a roue that at any, point was 
more than one hour's flying time on 
one engine from a suitable airport.
